Freight Cars. 
ACCIDENT WAS NOT SEEN 


He Stepped in Front of the Cars To 
Avoid a Passenger Train. 


HAD NO RELATIVES, LIVING IN ATLANTA 


Coroner Will Hold Inquest Today. 
Deceased Was a Well-Known 
Drummer After the War. 


A Southern railroad switch engine ran 
over and killed R. W. Brice, an elderly 
man, yesterday morning about 10 o'clock. 

Brice was walking in the railroad yard 
near the Yonge street crossing. He heard 


'a Georgia passenger train behind him 


and stepped out of its way on to anothey 
On the track to which he stepped 
for safety four freight cars were being 
backed into the city by a switch engine. 
He probably did not notice the approach- 
ing freight cars, and thought all the 
noise was coming from the passenger 
train. A large percentage of accidents in 
railroad yards occur in this way. 

The old man was knocked down and 
run over by the four cars before it was 
known he was there. 

The body; which was much mutilated, 
was taken to the undertaking establish- 
ment of H. M. Patterson. 

Brice was about sixty-five years of age. 
Hie has had no relatives in the city, but 
had been known here many years. He 
lived in Marietta before the war and en- 
listed from that town in the confederate 
army. He made a good soldier and fought 
until the close of the war, when he re- 
turned to Marietta. For many years af- 
ter the war he was a traveling salesman 
for J. J. & L. S. Northcutt, one of the 
leading commercial firms in Georgia just 
after the war. He saved his money and 
invested in a number of enterprises. A 
few years ago he was interested in the 
King bakery, which was located on Ala- 
bama street. This concern failed and he 
is said to have lost money. 

He traveled for other concerns and was 
a resident of Atlanta from time to time 
for a number of vears. 

His relatives reside in Tennessee, near 
Chickamauga, and they will be notified 
of his tragic death. 

His last boarding place was en Mari- 
etta street. A few months ago he lived 
at No. 270 Houston street, which was de- 
stroyed by fire. He also boarded at one 
time at No. 35 Yonge street. 

It is not known why he was in the 
yards or what business called

Delightful old mu- 
seum of antiquities! put I repeat it, inva- 
riably charm us. Not oniy are American 
women most popular in France and in 
England, but the London season, from 
May ist to the end of July, and the Paris 
season, from April Ist to June 12th, are 
now absolutely run by the American wWo- 
men who reside in the two cities, or who 
come to visit them, every year. 

“When I mentioned to my beloved old- 
fashion compatriots that an American 
girl often has her own reception day and 
her own reception room, quite independent 
of her mother’s, they stared at me and 
seemed to doubt my sincerity. When I told 
them that the American girl carried in 
her pocket the latchkey of her house, 
their eyes got out of their sockets, When 
I added that the American girl can culti- 
vate the friendship of a man on the same 
terms as that of a woman, they utterly 
collapsed,.and said to me: ‘You don't say 
so! Can young men in America be trusted 
so much as that?’ To which 1 repiied: ‘I 
don’t Know about .young men, but the 
girls can.’ Of course, they immediately 
called upon me to explain the phenome- 
non, and teli them how it was that the 
American girl could afford to be so free. I 
think I felt comfortable when I held the 
floor to give them my explanation. I am 
more than ever persuaded (on this, my 
sixth visit to America) that it is the re- 
spect which woman inspires ‘in American 
men of all classes that enables the youns- 
-est girl to go about in such freedom and 
such security and to queen it all over the 
United States. And let me tell you that, 
in the matter of politeness and respect to 
women, the most common, the most vul- 
gar of Americans might teach a great 
lesson to the men of the old world, even 
including, if I must say so, my own com- 
patriots, who, in this potnt of politeness 
and respect to women, live a littie, I am 
afraid, on the reputation of their ances- 
tors. 1 know that a Frenchman who sees 
a@ woman come lis way, will always stand 
back to let her pass first, in front of 
him, but he will generally profit by it to 
have a good look at her, It is not an act 
of pure disinterestedness, there is a little 
business connected with it. Under the 
same circumstances, I have noticed it 
througihout the length and breadth of the 
United States, the American man 
his eyes to allow the woman to pass be- 
fore him more comfortably. The French- 
man sights the miss at once, the American 
Misses the sight.
